‘Is this democracy?’ ask 
Park Crescent residents 
as store gets go ahead 


PARK CRESCENT 
shopkeepers in 
Barry say they are 
devastated that 

Sainsbury’s is being 
allowed to move into 
the former Torque 
Tools premises. 

More than 4,000 peo¬ 
ple signed a petition last 
year against the super¬ 
market chain being 
allowed to move into the 
area. 

They had argued that 
the arrival of the grocery 
giant would damage the 
prospects of the small 
businesses already serv¬ 
ing the local population. 

Parents of pupils 
attending Romilly 

Primary School had also 
claimed that Park 
Crescent was already a 


busy road that could do 
without the distraction of 
vehicles and customers 
visiting a new supermar¬ 
ket. 

Vale planning council¬ 
lors rejected the proposals 
put forward by 
Sainsbury’s, but the 
Welsh Government’s 
Planning Inspectorate 
backed the company. 

Coun Janice Charles, 
who led the campaign 
against Sainsbury’s, had 
predicted last year that if 
local planning councillors 
turned down the applica¬ 
tion as she hoped, a deci¬ 
sion in Cardiff might 
reverse matters. 

Last week, she was 
proved right. 

Coun Charles told The 
GEM: “When I heard of 
the Planning

Following a recent visit the ‘Wales on 
Sunday’ rated our food 9 out of 10 
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Inspectorate’s decision, I 
was so upset. I printed off 
the conclusion straight¬ 
away and went down to 
let local business people 
know the news. 

“What do we have to 
do to get the Welsh 
Government to listen to 
us? 

“Where is the democ¬ 
racy, when local people 
express their views, coun¬ 
cillors consider them and 
agree - and those opin¬ 
ions are then overturned? 

“There are businesses 
that have been in Park 
Crescent for 40 years. 
Family businesses mean 
an investment in the Vale 
economy, because they 
spend locally and may 
have local suppliers. 

“What will Sainsbury’s 
do in terms of the local 
economy?” 


Coun Charles said she 
feared that unless there 
was some sort of legal 
challenge available, 
which would require 
funding, it looked like the 
end of the road for the 
campaign to block 
Sainsbury’s. 

Diane Christoforato, 
who owns Park Crescent 
Bakery, insisted: “I t hi nk 
it is terrible that a super¬ 
market will be moving in 
opposite the school. 
There will be an increase 
in traffic. 

“There’s no doubt it 
will affect a number of 
businesses, too. The 
Government says it is in 
favour of helping small 
businesses, but then 
allows supermarkets into 
areas which damage the 
smaller concerns.” 

Diane is hoping 
Sainsbury’s doesn’t dupli¬ 
cate what she offers local 
shoppers, because other¬ 
wise she might be forced 


to close. Mr Jaymesh 
Patel, whose family own 
the store next to the 
Torque Tools site, has 
similar fears. 

“It is unfair competi¬ 
tion. How do you com¬ 
pete against a major 
supermarket? 

“There will be a danger 
of us closing. Residents 
are not happy. There has 
been talk of staging a 
protest. 

“There are enough 
supermarkets in Barry. 
We don’t need any 
more!” 

‘BITTER RESULT’ 

Mrs Niki Antoniou, 
who works in a 
newsagents along Park 
Crescent, added: “People 
are angry about this. It 
will make it very difficult 
for local shops.” 

Vale AM Jane Hutt, 
who supported the argu¬ 
ments made by local cam¬ 
paigners, described it as 
“a bitter result”. 

She said: “I was very 
disappointed to hear that 
Sainsbury’s had won its 
appeal to locate a store on 
Park Crescent - alongside 
one of the busiest round¬ 
abouts and thoroughfares 
in Barry.”

‘New Adizone is 
great, but needs 
to be made safer’ 


A new Adizone has opened on 
Barry Island, but one Barry 
Island resident - while praising 
the Vale Council for an impressive 
new facility - believes action 
should be taken to make it safer. 

Barrie Evans, who has lived on the 
Island for 25 years, told The GEM: 
“January 26 saw the opening of the 
new Adizone open air gymnasium 
complex on Paget Road. 

“It is a unique attraction for the area 
and is a fantastic addition to it.” 

Mr Evans said that before the con¬ 
struction of the outdoor exercise facil¬ 
ity, he had been sceptical about how 
worthwhile it would be, but admits he 
was wrong to pre-judge the project. 

However, he said there was a dan¬ 
gerous feature of the facility that he 
had drawn to the attention of council 
officials. 

“The problem is they have installed 
a ramp alongside the complex. It does 
not have any safety barrier to stop 
young children falling off and possi¬ 
bly being seriously injured.”

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Exploding myth of 
sea mines in dock 


I WRITE in ref¬ 
erence to a let¬ 
ter in The GEM 
on January 19, con¬ 
taining a mention 
of my name, by Mr 
Christopher Short, 
concerning sea 
mines landing in 
the Barry dock area 
(No 1 and 2 Docks). 

May I allay Mr Short’s 
fears of being blown to 
bits? 

He stated the town 
should be evacuated 
because a German 
wartime mine landed in 
the No 2 Dock near 
Rank’s flour mill and 
sank into deep mud. 

One exploded near the 
north basin gates, and 
another landed and 
exploded on the walls of 
the graving dry docks 
between two ships, SS 
Highwood and SS 
Jamaica Planter. 

Both ships were 
severely damaged, after 
taking the full impact of 
1,259 lbs of high explo¬ 
sive. Sadly, the first 
mate on SS Highwood 
was killed on watch duty 
in July 1941. 

Around 1999, a Barry 
Dock tug boat dropped 
its anchor in No 2 Dock 
for some reason. Before 
the crew of the tug boat 
decided to pull the 


anchor back in, they 
noticed a large cylindri¬ 
cal object around seven 
feet long and three feet 
wide. 

One side of the 
anchor had dug itself 
deep into the steel casing 
of the acoustic sea mine 
and the tug’s crew tried 
to prise it off the anchor. 

All I can say is that 
they were very lucky to 
remain alive. Acoustic 
sea mines have five 
booby traps built into 
them to stop any enemy 
investigation. God was 
really with them that 
day! 

Eventually, the crew 
realised what it was and 
the Royal Navy bomb 
disposal team was called 
from Plymouth. 

The mine was taken 
out of the dock via the 
Windsor Locks area; 
demolishing charges 
were attached to the 
mine in deep water off 
Sully Island and it was 
blown up. 

Mr Short can now 
sleep well in his bed, 
knowing everything is 
safe in Barry No 2 Dock 
- after over 50 years, the 
mine has gone! 

The tug’s crew were 
very brave indeed, and 
all sailors had a national 
medal award.

'Councillors need time to 

digest Development Plan’ 

- SAYS PLAID GROUP LEADER 


A S LEADER, I write on behalf of 
the Plaid Cymru group on the 
Vale Council to inform the public 
of the totally unacceptable manner in 
which the Local Development Deposit 
Plan (LDP) was examined at the extraor¬ 
dinary full council meeting on January 
25. 

The meeting was specifically arranged to consid¬ 
er the LDP and yet many councillors had not been 
provided with a copy in advance, and had not been 
able to read its contents. 

Also, significant amendments to the deposit 
plan, involving housing allocations and settlement

boundaries, were tabled at the meeting, with no 
opportunity to consider or discuss the implications. 

The LDP process is one of the most important 
functions of local government as it provides the 
strategy for future land use and development, 
including settlement boundaries, new housing etc, 
from 2011 to 2026. 

Openess, transparency and fairness have been 
identified by the council as key principles underly¬ 
ing member development. How can the 
Conservative-controlled council promote such prin¬ 
ciples and yet behave in this way? 

Why the unseemly rush? All members should 
have been briefed thoroughly before making a deci¬ 
sion. 

As to the substance of the deposit plan, many 
questions can be raised. Of particular significance 
is the transport infrastructure involving connections 
between Barry, Dinas Powys, Penarth and Cardiff. 

What is proposed is completely inadequate to 
deal with the traffic increase that will arise from 
the planned housing development. 

Over 5,000 new dwellings will be created 
including Barry (3,052) ; Penarth (600); Sully 
(650) ; Dinas Powys (400) and Llandough (170). 
The traffic pressures on Dinas Powys and the 
Penarth road junctions at the Merry Harrier and 
Baron’s Court will be intense and impact on a road 
system that is working at maximum capacity for an 
increasing period of the day as it is. 

Congestion, pollution, quality of life and road 
safety will deteriorate even further. 

The deposit plan states that “local highway and 
junction improvements” will be sufficient to deal 
with the extra traffic. We reject this claim. 

Such an increase in traffic movements should 
not be sanctioned without a Dinas Powys by-pass 
and associated development at Merrie Harrier and 
Baron’s Court. 

Unlike the existing Unitary Development Plan, 
there is no reference to a by-pass in the deposit 
plan and this is unacceptable. 

There are also other important issues which need 
to be addressed including variation in affordable 
housing ratios and the status of Green wedges. In 
view of its importance, more time is needed to 
digest and reflect on the content of the deposit 
plan.

Sir Oswald Mosley 
and Diana, his wife, as 
leading Fascist 
Blackshirts, were both 
jailed under Regulation 
18(b) of the Defence of 
the Realm Regulations 
after war started, as 
security risks. 

William Joyce was by 
then, in Germany. 

Regarding Barry 
Town Hall clock, I did 
comment in my original 
article that a broadcast 
by William Joyce from 
wartime Berlin, men¬ 
tioned that one clock 
face showed a different 
time (two minutes slow¬ 
er) from the other. 

This was correct, a 
fact he had observed 
when a Barry resident. 

He used this to indi¬ 
cate that his information 
on other subjects was 
correct - it wasn’t.

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Baruc ward town 
councillors are 
disappointed at 
‘lost objection’ 


BARUC ward 
councillors say they 
still have reserva¬ 
tions about revised 
plans to develop the 
Pleasure Park on 
Barry Island and 
can’t understand 
why the chair of the 
planning committee 
decided to with¬ 
draw the town 
council’s objection 
to them. 

In 2009, town coun¬ 
cillors voiced objec¬ 
tions to the Vale 
Council on the grounds 
that there would be 
problems with the traf¬ 
fic. 

The application is for 
around half of the fun¬ 
fair site to be developed 
as 124 one and two bed¬ 
room flats, together 
with a 60-room care 
home, with the remain¬ 
ing half allocated for 
shops and leisure, 
including a cinema. 

Conn Steffan Wiliam 
said: “We would like to 
thank all the residents 
who took the time to tell 
us their thoughts. 

“Generally, while 
people are supportive of 
developing the site for

leisure and tourism, 
there are very strong 
concerns regarding the 
residential and care 
home element. 

“I recommended that 
the council reiterate its 
objection to the plans as 
they stand, for the same 
reason as before: name¬ 
ly, that the second road 
to the island must be 
built first - but also that 
the number of residen¬ 
tial properties is unsus¬ 
tainable and that the 
location of a care home 
there is thoroughly 
unsuitable for the area.” 

Conn Wiliam insist¬ 
ed: “The economic reju¬ 
venation of the island 
would be hindered by 
this element of the 
scheme. 

“It’s also unfair to 
place elderly and men¬ 
tally infirm people in 
the middle of all this.” 

Fellow Plaid council¬ 
lor Shirley Hodges 
explained: 

“The town council 
planning committee 
were asked their opin¬ 
ion of this outline appli¬ 
cation in 2009 and 
raised an objection due

to concerns over traffic. 

“The Vale Council 
has asked our opinion 
again on the revised 
plans. 

“Unfortunately, the 
planning Chair, Conn 
Keith Lewis, decided to 
deal with this himself 
rather than put the 
application before the 
whole of the town coun¬ 
cil planning committee 
and he decided to with¬ 
draw the objection on 
behalf of the town coun¬ 
cil.” 

Conn Hodges said 
she was very disap¬ 
pointed by his action: 

“I considered there 
was enough time for 
this important applica¬ 
tion to go to the whole 
committee and for us to 
hear the views of the 
public. 

“I've never known a 
planning Chair to act in 
such a reckless way.” 

Conn Hodges added: 
“Therefore, I will be 
writing to the Vale 
myself raising the con¬ 
cerns of the local resi¬ 
dents.” 

‘CHAIRMAN’S 

ACIONS’ 

Conn Keith Lewis 
said he rejected Conn 
Hodges’ remarks and 
explained that he had 
dealt with the matter 
under ‘chairman’s 
actions’. 

He explained: “It is 
Barry Town Council’s 
planning committee 
procedure that if we 
cannot get the town 
council’s observations 
in before the Vale plan¬ 
ning committee’s 
requested date - and as 


this application came in 
on January 12 and our 
comments were needed 
by February 2 - the 
matter was dealt with 
under ‘Chairman’s 
Actions’. 

“There was a resolu¬ 
tion to the application 
which was agreed by 
Conn Stefan Wiliam, 
who was standing in for 
Conn Shirley Hodges, 
and agreed by other 
members who were 
present on that day. 

“The resolution 
pointed out that Barry 
Town Council had con¬ 
cerns that a second 
access route to the 
Island was a priority. 

“It also said the coun¬ 
cil wished to express 
concern at the scale of 
the residential units pro¬ 
posed and the appropri¬ 
ateness of a care home 
at the location. 

“The resolution 
requested that the Vale’s 
planning committee 
should make a site visit 
before making a deci¬ 
sion on the application.” 

Conn Lewis also 
stressed that the coun¬ 
cil’s resolution insisted 
that consent should be 
subject to work being 
done within a “reason¬

MP says new 
broadband will 
help businesses

DIFFERENT parts 
of Barry and the 
Vale are getting 
broadband upgrades 
in the near future - 
although speeds look 
set to continue to 
vary from area to 
area for some time 
yet. 

Cowbridge looks like 
being first in the queue 
this April when BT starts 
rolling out a new super¬ 
fast broadband service. 

The news has been 
welcomed by Vale MP 
Alun Cairns, who has 
long campaigned for bet¬ 
ter broadband in the 
Vale. 

The new BT system 
promises a speed of 20 
megabits per second 
(Mbps) - a speed that 
will make a considerable 
difference to businesses 
in the town. 

One IT manager in 
Cowbridge told The 
GEM: “At the moment, 
we are supposed to be 
getting seven or eight 
Mbps, but in practice we 
get about five. 

“Even if the promised 
20 turns out to be more 
like 15, that will still be 
three times faster than 
now.” 

Mr Cairns said that it 
was planned that 
130,000 homes and busi¬ 
nesses in Wales will 
have access to faster 
broadband by this sum¬ 
mer. 

Cowbridge, however, 
will be one of the first 
communities to be 
upgraded and should 


receive the better capaci¬ 
ty broadband by April 
2012. 

Atotalof 33 Welsh 
communities are includ¬ 
ed in the latest roll-out 
plans for BT’s next gen¬ 
eration broadband serv¬ 
ice, delivered over cop¬ 
per lines. 

Mr Cairns has been 
campaigning for better 
broadband services 
across the Vale for the 
last 18 months, and has 
already seen Barry, 
Llantwit Major and more 
recently the village of 
Colwinston be supported 
by a fibre-optic broad¬ 
band service. 

Fibre-optic is the 
fastest service available 
at the moment, but Mr 
Cairns welcomed the 
faster copper-based sys¬ 
tem that is being intro¬ 
duced. 

Alun Cairns MP said: 
“At a time of economic 
uncertainty I’m sure 
these improvements will 
provide a big boost for 
Cowbridge businesses 
and offer many addition¬ 
al educational and enter¬ 
tainment opportunities 
for local residents in the 
town and nearby vil¬ 
lages. 

“I will however con¬ 
tinue to push for fibre- 
optic broadband infra¬ 
structure for all areas in 
the future, as part of the 
£56m broadband invest¬ 
ment for Wales, 
announced by the UK 
government in 2011.”

Mr Evans said he had seen children as young as 
about seven or eight years old, walking along a nar¬ 
row ledge that runs at right angles to the ramp. 

“The ledge is about 21 to 24 inches wide and I’d 
estimate the drop at about eight feet. 

“Already children have been running the length 
of the ledge unsupervised despite the obvious dan¬ 
ger,” he said. 

Mr Evans also said a boundary wall is in a poor 
state of repair, crumbling in places and leaning 
slightly to the ramp which adds to his concern. 

He says he has pointed out his concerns to coun¬ 
cil officials and hopes barriers will be erected in the 
facility to make it safer for children, and until that is 
done he believes there should be supervision. 

At the time of going to press, The GEM had not 
received a response from the Vale Council.

‘Blue Line’ 
exhibition 
remembers 
Holocaust 


MEMBERS of the 
Vale Council cabi¬ 
net and other dig¬ 
nitaries assembled 
at Barry’s Art 
Central gallery for 
a preview of this 
year’s Holocaust 
Memorial exhibi¬ 
tion, ‘Blue Line’. 

The month-long 
show, which opened to 
the public on January 
25, features work from 
conflict and war artists 
Nicola Tucker and 
Maciej Hoffman, a 
spokeswoman reports. 

Cardiff-based 
Tucker and Hoffman, 
from Wraclow, 

Poland, each brought 
their own interpreta¬ 
tion of the theme, in 
their first full exhibi¬ 
tion together in Wales. 

Mayor of the Vale, 
Coun John Clifford, 
was among 50 people 
at the gallery in King 
Square, along with the 
Lord Lieutenant of 
South Glamorgan, Dr 


Peter Beck, the High 
Sheriff of South 
Glamorgan, Roger 
Thomas, Leader of the 
Vale Council, Coun 
Gordon Kemp and 
cabinet member Coun 
Anthony Ernest. 

Coun Kemp, said: 
“This was a very 
thought-provoking 
exhibition and exem¬ 
plifies why it is impor¬ 
tant to remember the 
events of the 
Holocaust.” 

He spoke about 
atrocities and geno¬ 
cides that have taken 
place over hundreds of 
years and are still tak¬ 
ing place today, high¬ 
lighting the fact that 
the human race still 
hasn’t learnt from past 
mistakes and showing 
the importance of this 
exhibition. 

Artist Nicola 
Tucker’s sculptural 
installations include 
‘Thread of Hope’ with

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Councillors claim vital 
Vale planning document 
was ‘rushed through’ 


OPPOSITION coun¬ 
cillors on the Vale 
Council say they had 
insufficient time to 
study the Local 
Development Plan’s 
‘deposit plan’ before 
the ruling party put it 
through for consulta¬ 
tion. 

At a fractious meeting 
of the Vale Council on 
January 25, some coun¬ 
cillors claimed they had¬ 
n’t had a proper chance 
to look at the details of 
the 234 page document 
before the debate. 

The deposit plan 
could form the basis of 
what happens to Vale 
planning over a 15-year 
period. 

Labour councillor 
Neil Moore moved for a 
deferment, to give mem¬ 
bers more time to digest 
the full details of the 
plan. 

Coun Moore said: 
“All the opposition 
councillors voted for the 
deferment, all the 
Conservatives voted to 
move the document for¬ 
ward.” 

He said opposition 
members had been left 
“annoyed, frustrated and 
gobsmacked” at the arro¬ 
gance of the ruling party: 
“They were just not pre¬ 
pared to listen.” 

He insisted that 
although members who 
had requested hard 
copies got one, it was not 
good enough for the 
council to claim it was 
saving paper by not 
sending them out to 
everyone. 

He believed it was so 
important to the Vale’s 
future that all councillors 
should have been sent a 
copy. 

Coun Moore stressed 
that he had huge reserva¬ 
tions about the docu¬ 
ment, such as why some 
candidate sites had been 
chosen and others had¬ 
n’t; and why some areas, 
such as Weycock Cross 
and Culverhouse Cross 
had gone outside the 
Unitary Development 
Plan boundaries. 

“They’ve driven a 
coach and horses 
through the UDP, with¬ 
out giving proper justifi¬ 
cation for what they’re 
doing. 

“There was no brief¬ 
ing on it, as there has 
been in the past, and no 
opportunity to amend the 
document.” 

Coun Moore added 
that maps weren’t even 
attached to documents, 
and his fear was that the 
principles had now been 
set for the future.

were quoting sections of 
it. 

“It was available in 
complete detail - maps 
and background infor¬ 
mation - in the mem¬ 
bers’ room and on the 
website. 

“Indeed, where coun¬ 
cillors had requested 
hard copies, they had 
been provided with 
them.” 

Coun James said that 
following the meeting, 
some members had made 
requests for copies and 
those had been sent out 
to them. 

He said: “The coun¬ 
cil’s own policy to save 
paper calls for reports 
and agendas to be sent 
out via email and be 
placed on the website. 

“The council’s deci¬ 
sion to approve the LDP 
triggers a period of six 
weeks of consultation, 
including exhibitions, so 
the members and public 
will be able to engage in 
the whole process.” 

Coun James added: “I 
suspect that it is easier to 
say they do not have all 
the information rather 
than put the time into 
conducting an in-depth 
study and come up with 
proposals.” 

Vale residents will 
now be given an oppor¬ 
tunity to make their 
views known, and follow¬ 
ing that, a report will be 
prepared for the Vale 
cabinet. 

It then goes for con¬ 
sideration to the 
Planning Inspectorate.

GAS DRILLING IS 
INAPPROPRIATE’ 


1 WAS disappointed to 
learn that Coastal Oil 
and Gas, the company 
behind a controversial 
gas drilling scheme in 
Llandow, is appealing the 
Vale Council’s rejection 
of its plans to the Welsh 
Government. 

Back in October 2010, 
councillors in the Vale of 
Glamorgan unanimously 
rejected an application to test 
drill for shale gas in the coun¬ 
ty. 

The decision was a terrific 
result and a huge success for 
The Vale Says No campaign¬ 
ers, residents, businesses and 
local politicians, who all 
actively voiced their concerns 
and lodged their objections to 
the gas exploration planning 
application. 

The appeal has been made 
to the Planning Inspectorate 
in respect of the site at 
Llandow. 

Coastal Oil and Gas had 
the option of dealing with the 
appeal through written repre¬ 
sentations to the Planning 
Inspectorate, but has chosen 
instead to opt for a public 
inquiry. No date has been set 
as yet for the inquiry. 

In the meantime, to make 
sure our concerns are heard, 
it’s essential for local resi¬ 
dents and businesses to sub- 
vnit their representations and

opinions with Welsh 
Government’s Planning 
Inspectorate (www.planning- 
portalgov.uk) as soon as possi¬ 
ble. 

All comments must be 
lodged by the February 14, or 
risk not being seen and con¬ 
sidered by the inspector. 

In its crudest terms, the 
original planning application 
could have been described as 
a bid to merely dig a hole on 
the business estate in 
Llandow. 

However, this was simply 
not the case. I believe that the 
location is wholly inappropri¬ 
ate, based on the plans and 
aspirations of the community 
for the area. 

I find it difficult to believe 
that anyone would consider 


such an activity in such a sen¬ 
sitive area. It is close to the 
Heritage Coast and abuts 
areas of Grade I agricultural 
land, very little of which exists 
across Wales. 

Planning is a devolved mat¬ 
ter and approval or rejection 
of any gas exploratory plan¬ 
ning applications within 
Wales is defined as a responsi¬ 
bility for Welsh Government 
and the guidance they provide 
to local authorities. 

The Vale is, so far, the only 
place in the UK where appli¬ 
cations to test drill have been 
refused. 

I do not believe that the 
exploration (and if found, the 
extraction of gas), will bring 
the promised jobs for local 
residents or maintain the 
wonderful heritage coastline 
and rural environment of the 
Vale.

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NEWS FROM THE BARRY MEN’S FORUM 


Speaker describes helping 
the helpless children in India 


OVER 25 years ago, our speaker, 
Mrs.Carol Evans, and her hus¬ 
band decided to take practical 
steps to tackle the great suffering 
caused by child poverty in south¬ 
east India. 

They had found conditions to be 
appalling for young children, who with 
their parents were in a cycle of deprivation 
and poverty. 

The causes of this were two-fold. Many 
had worked on the land but had been 
badly affected by a lack of rain and cli¬ 
mate change. 

In this area, they also found that 70 per 
cent of the population were cultural and 
religous outcasts who believed, with the 
majority of the rest of the population, that 
their huge sufferings were caused by their 
‘past-life’ experiences. 

Carol and her husband set to radically 
improve matters wherever they could. 

They discovered that the local children 


were largely employed in the match facto¬ 
ries. In other areas, it was dangerous and 
badly-run firework factories. 

It was common for the owners of these 
establishments to offer parents of young 
children money to enable them to purchase 
the basics of life, such as food. 

Repayment would always be at extor¬ 
tionate rates that were impossible to pay 
back. Factory owners would then ‘suggest’ 
that payment could be made by letting 
their childeren come and work for a pit¬ 
tance. so that the debt could be worked 
off. 

Carol also discovered that employers 
found it cheaper to employ little children 
than install machinery that could break 
down and involve installation costs. 
Children could always be replaced with 
others. Our speaker emphasised that all 
this took place against a constitution that 
made such practices illegal. This always 
seemed to be ignored. 

Carol found that, despite India’s 


increasing wealth, grinding poverty for the 
masses was the norm and corruption 
seemed to be endemic. 

The shelter and support that the Evans’ 
were able to provide for the children 
proved to be something of a miracle. 

Many youngsters condemned to be street 
urchins are now adult teachers, account¬ 
ants and other professionals. 

The home in Pooncholai houses 75 chil¬ 
dren, plus local adults devoted to their 
young charges. Members of the forum 
found this to be an inspiring talk that illus¬ 
trated how determination and compassion 
had brought great changes in the lives of 
those who had previously had so little. 

The forum meets today (February 2) at 
United Reformed Church, Barry at 
10.30am.

CLOONEY ON FINE 
FORM IN TOUCHING 
COMEDY DRAMA 


H aving wt 

critical pay 
dirt with 

middle-aged buddy 
'dramedy' Sideways 
in 2004, Alexander 
Payne could have 
easily taken the ball 
and run with it. 

Instead, the 
writer/director took a 
sabbatical, and only now 
has he returned to the 
big screen directing 
George Clooney in a 
novel adaptation. The 
Descendants. 

Clooney plays Matt 
King, a man who wants 
to sell a piece of land his 
family own in Hawaii. 

However, when 
Matt’s wife suffers a 
boating accident, he 
must look after his two 
daughters (Shailene 
Woodley and Amara 
Miller) and having 
played a small role in 
their lives, must recon¬ 
nect with them and him¬ 
self - all the while learn¬ 
ing about what his wife 
has been doing behind 
his back. 

For those who like 
their films with a degree 
of intelligence and 
humour, the absence of 
Alexander Payne from 
screens has no doubt 
been something of a dis¬ 
appointment - the 
writer/director managing 
to expertly mine the 
ennui of the middle-aged

characters, no 
Hollywood-style ways 
out. 

Instead, the first per¬ 
son narrative plays it 
straight, and is all the 
better for it; Payne and 
co’s screenplay balanc¬ 
ing well. 

His direction is superb 
as well, the beauty of 
Hawaii acting as a gor¬ 
geous backdrop to the 
familial strife that takes 
place, while Payne puts 
the concerns of the story 
first and foremost, the 
camera lingering on the 
characters and their 
responses rather than 
opting for fast cuts and 
clever editing. 

Anchoring it all is an 
absolutely outstanding 
turn from George 
Clooney, who has rightly 
received acclaim for his 
performance. 

While his best per¬ 
formances have often 
relied on his charm in 
tandem with strong act¬ 
ing (Out Of Sight, 
Michael Clayton) here 
Clooney reins in the 
charm - instead deliver¬ 
ing a straight turn, with 
an element of comedy, 
that ticks all the boxes. 

It is possibly the 
actor’s most naked turn 
yet (not literally. I’m 
afraid, ladies) and 
watching Clooney on 
such fine form is truly a 


joy to watch. 

Amidst the acclaim 
Clooney has received, 
the other performances 
in the film seem to have 
to gone unfairly unno¬ 
ticed. 

Woodley and Miller 
are both incredibly good 
as Clooney’s two daugh¬ 
ters, the former a trou¬ 
bled teen failing to con¬ 
nect to an absent father, 
while the latter manages 
to inject humour as an 
old-beyond-her-years 
youngster that provides 
much laughter. 

Throw in Nick Krause 
as the default comedy 
character Sid, a role 
expertly delivered by the 
actor who manages to 
throw in some pathos to 
what is an otherwise 
played-for-laughs char¬ 
acter. 

Touching smaller 
roles for Beau Bridges, 
the underrated Judy 
Greer (showing her 
skills in an unfamiliar 
straight performance) 
and Robert Forster, 
leaves a cast who man¬ 
age not to put a foot 
wrong throughout. 

While the story hardly 
reinvents the wheel, it is 
delivered with such class 
and skill that you don’t 
mind. 

The return of 
Alexander Payne to the 
director’s chair, and a 
wonderful performance 
by George Clooney are 
enough to sate the 
appetite, as The 
Descendants makes for a 
truly superb viewing 
experience. 

VERDICT - The first 
of the ‘awards season’ 
films to really deliver. 
The Descendants is an 
excellent film that capti¬ 
vates and amuses with 
no small degree of intel¬ 
ligence. Alexander 
Payne’s return is one of 
form, while the perform¬ 
ance he coaxes out of 
George Clooney sees the 
actor stripped of his 
charm but resulting in 
the finest performance of 
his career; all in all a 
huge success! Highly 
recommended.

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GRANT CUT 
SERVICES IN 


THREATENS BUS 
THE RURAL VALE 


SUBSIDISED bus 
services in the Vale 
could be hit after 
the Welsh 

Government 
slashed grant aid - 
a Vale Council cab¬ 
inet member has 
claimed. 

The Vale Council’s 
cabinet member for 
planning and transporta¬ 
tion, Coun Jeffrey 
James, has written to the 
Welsh Government in 
the wake of a reduction 
of more than £123,000 
in its Local Transport 
Services Grant (LTSG) - 
a drop of 27 per cent. 

For the previous three 
years, the grant had been 
£445,000 (2009/10), 

£463,000 (2010/11) and 
£451,000 (2011/12), but 
it has now been reduced 
to £328,139. 

The grant enables 
councils to pay for a 
range of transport initia¬ 
tives, such as new com¬ 
munity transport servic¬ 
es, improving bus shel¬ 
ters and buying low- 
floor buses to improve 
accessibility. 


In a letter to local 
government minister 
Carl Sergeant, Coun 
James said: “I have very 
serious concerns regard¬ 
ing our ability to contin¬ 
ue to provide an appro¬ 
priate level of local 
transport provision. 

“We are currently 
concluding a bus service 
review for the council’s 
area and this recent 
announcement means 
that it is inevitable that 
bus services will be 
reduced.” 

He pointed out that 
another grant, the Bus 
Service Operator’s 
Grant (BSOG), had been 
cut by 25 per cent - five 
per cent more than in 
England, and said this 
would add to the prob¬ 
lem. 

Coun James said he 
feared bus providers 
would withdraw from 
tendering for routes, 
because their bids may 
now no longer be finan¬ 
cially tenable. 

He added: “The 
recent announcements 
will, without doubt, see 
a very visible and harm¬ 


ful reduction in the lev¬ 
els of local bus servic¬ 
es.” 

Mr Michael R. Fox, 
the general manager of 
Cartel Travel which 
operates from Llandow 
in the Vale, and provides 
bus runs between Barry, 
Llantwit Major, 

Bridgend and Cardiff, 
echoed Coun James’s 
fears and claimed it 
could put many local 
routes in danger.

He said: “The cut in 
the LTSG will mean a 
reduction in subsidised 
services, especially in 
rural areas. 

“BSOG in England 
has had a reduction but 
this has been spread 
over 18 months, rather 
than in eight weeks. 

“It takes 56 days to 
amend or cancel a serv¬ 
ice, which means oper- 
aters are having to make 
changes now. 

“We have already 
cancelled a service and 
are looking at others to 
work out their sustain¬ 
ability given the current 


Brynhill members 
vote in favour of 


housing scheme 


BRYNHILL Golf Club mem¬ 
bers have voted in favour of 
proceeding with the proposed 
sale of part of their course for 
houses to be built there. 

The vote took place at a private 
meeting last Thursday (January 26) 
which lasted two hours. Members 
questioned representatives of the 
housebuilder Redrew, and the golf 
course architects, Weller McEvoy, and 
highways consultants. 

A vote was taken and a club mem¬ 
ber, who did not wish to be identified, 
told The GEM that on a show of 
hands, members were conclusively in 
favour, with the vote appearing to be 
around 65 per cent in favour, and 35 
per cent against. 

Before the meeting. Redrew repre¬ 
sentatives had indicated that, in the 
event of a yes vote, legal moves 
would then start to get the land 
included in the Vale Council’s LDP as 
suitable for housing. The LDP has 
been issued in draft form (excluding 
Brynhill as a site for housing) and a 
period of consultation is about to 
start. 

Redrow also said that more detailed 
plans would have to be prepared, deal¬ 
ing with issues such as drainage, ecol¬ 


ogy, soil and the exact number of hous¬ 
es that could be accommodated. 

Last week, it was reported that, in 
the event of the house building going 
ahead, Brynhill would have a new 
clubhouse, a redesigned 18-hole 
course, and a surplus of £2 million. 

The GEM understands that no deci¬ 
sions were taken on how the club 
would use that £2 million - although 
simply dividing it up between mem¬ 
bers seems to have been ruled out. 

It was stressed, said the source, that 
the £2 million was not a guaranteed 
figure, because there were areas such 
as clubhouse design and the drainage 
of the course that still had to be costed 
in full.

fares.” 

Mr Eox pointed out 
that in England an 
incentive scheme had 
been running for a num¬ 
ber of years which 
rewarded operators 
undertaking certain 
measure, such as run¬ 
ning low emission buses 
and introducing tracking 
systems. 

He stressed: “This 
scheme has never been 
available in Wales and is 
worth a maximum of 13 


per cent over the stan¬ 
dard BSOG rate. 

“With this, it is possi¬ 
ble for an English opera¬ 
tor to get £0.3906 based 
on the new standard rate 
of 34.57p per litre in 
England. 

“We introduced track¬ 
ing, radios, and Smart 
card readers years ago 
and would have been 
entitled to a 10 per cent 
increase in BSOG if we 
were in England. 

“We have been left 


with the prospect of end¬ 
ing several marginal 
local routes which are 
relied upon by local res¬ 
idents in remote com¬ 
munities.” 

The Vale’s MP, Alun 
Cairns, also expressed 
his fears that routes 
would be under threat. 

“I can’t understand 
why the Welsh 
Government are looking 
to introduce this sub¬ 
stantial change to the 
Bus Service Operators 
Grant rebate at such 
short notice. 


“I’m sure that many 
local bus operators will 
struggle to incorporate 
the reduction into their 
business plans and 
budgets from April this 
year.” 

He pointed out: “I’m 
concerned that this 
change in the BSOG 
could mean that we’ll 
see an increase in fares 
but also a reduction in 
service levels. 

“This would hit the 
Vale hard, as many 
routes through the rural 
areas were already under 


threat from cutbacks and 
lack of investment over 
the last 12 months.” 

Mr Cairns added: “I 
hope that the Welsh 
Government will look at 
this issue again. This 
action will also increase 
the pressure on local 
authorities, making it 
more expensive for 
authorities to support 
socially necessary bus 
services and school 
services, as operators 
will face higher costs 
when operating con¬ 
tracts.”

She also claims that 
I did not object to such 
a proposed cut when I 
was on the budget 
working group at the 
time. 

Actually, I and oth¬ 
ers did question the 
proposed cuts to the 
mobile library and the 
proposed closure of 
village libraries, 
including Wenvoe, 
Sully and St Athan. 

We requested more 
detailed information 
on the numbers of peo¬ 
ple using them, and 
what effect such cuts 
would have on the 
services. 

That was supposed 
to be reported back to 
the group, but it was 
not. Therefore, at one 


of the hnal meetings, 
the group recommend¬ 
ed the deferral of those 
and other cuts - in 
order to obtain further 
information - as none 
had been supplied.

If Pleasure Park is 
developed it gives 
hope that cinema 
wiU return to town

THE Save Our 
Cinema group 
believes that the 
proposed redevel¬ 
opment of the 
Pleasure Park on 
Barry Island is the 
best hope of bring¬ 
ing back big screen 
entertainment to 
the town. 

Today, Thursday, 
February 2, the Vale 
Council planning com¬ 
mittee will consider a 
recommendation that the 
estimated £70m scheme, 
which includes flats, a 
care home and retail 
units, along with a cine¬ 
ma, should go ahead. 

Bob Armstrong, the 
chairman of SOCA, 
said: “The Island looks 
like the only place in the 
town with potential. 


“I can’t see a cinema 
being located at the 
Waterfront - there’s no 
space available.” 

Although there are 
large buildings available 
in the town - both the 
old magistrates court 
and the Pump House are 
on the open market - Mr 
Armstrong explained 
that mulitplex cinema 
groups favoured build¬ 
ing from scratch and 
independent cinema 
companies favoured tak¬ 
ing over former ‘big 
screen’ venues. 

He insisted: “If any 
cinema operator is inter¬ 
ested in moving into the 
area, the Vale Council 
has to engage with them 
so they know there’s a 
local commitment.” 


Paul Sutton, a fellow 
SOCA member, said: “If 
the plans for the Island 
development come to 
fruition we hope a cine¬ 
ma operator will come to 
the Pleasure Park site. 

“In the 2008 plans, it 
showed a six-screen site. 
However, when I saw 
the amended plans after 
Christmas, there had 
been a decrease in the 
size of the cinema allo¬ 


cation.” 

Mr Sutton said he 
believed that was 
because other leisure 
facilities such as bowl¬ 
ing might be considered, 
and he hoped that a 
smaller complex than six 
screens would still find 
favour with a multiplex 
company. 

It is almost four years 
since Barry lost big 
screen film entertain¬ 
ment at the Theatre 
Royal.

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Mitsubishi 
Lancer Evo 
is so good! 


R oad rage can be a 
problem on roads 
today and there 
have been some horrific 
stories. 

But believe it or not, a tonic to 
this could be the magnificent 
Mitsubishi Lancer Evolution X 
FQ-300. It’s like a thug of the 
road - every motorist treats it 
with absolute respect - knowing 
its capabilities all too well and 
consequently they keep a very 
respectful distance. 

Could it be an unmarked 
police vehicle? You never know 
these days. No more 4x4s sitting 
on your tail that’s for sure, as the 
drivers notice a chunky exhaust 
pipe on either side at the rear. 

But, of course, the driver has 
to resist the temptation to sit on 
the tail of the car in front. 

The only other concern is that 
this highly desirable motor could 
be a target for thieves. However, 
there are so few Evos about that 
it surely wouldn’t be too hard to 
find again. 

To put this sub-£40,000 brute 
in perspective, it will hit 60mph 
from standstill in just five sec¬ 
onds, placing it in AMG 
Mercedes, BMW M-series and 
even the £240,000 Bentley 
Continental GTC turbo territory. 

As with the above, it’s when 
the two-litre turbo, 290bhp Evo 
is stuck behind a tractor, a lorry 
and a dithering old age pensioner 
that it really comes into its own. 


The acceleration is so awe¬ 
some that it will propel you in 
complete safety. 

“It’s like a scalded cat,” com¬ 
mented a work colleague. He’s 
not wrong. Push the accelerator 
down and aside from the massive 
adrenaline rush, the landscape 
suddenly becomes a blur, too. 

The force generated is compa¬ 
rable to taking off in an aircraft, 
pushing the driver (and occu¬ 
pants) right back in their seats. 

That’s without engaging sports 
mode! The all-wheel drive Evo 
ensures that the magnificent 
power range is equally distrib¬ 
uted between each wheel, while 
Brembo brakes competently stop 
it when required. There are tar¬ 
mac, gravel and snow functions, 
too. 

No surprise that this is one of 
the most successful rally cars 
alongside the Subaru Impreza. A 
smooth six-speed auto allows the 
driver to concentrate on the road 
but for added driving pleasure 
there are very easy to use pad¬ 
dle shifts. 

Pleasingly, there’s a traditional 
handbrake - for complete control 
- rather than a switch as is often 
the case these days. As with most 
muscle cars these days the Evo is 
limited to 155mph. 

Surprisingly, you don’t need to 
drive this vehicle fast to thor¬ 
oughly enjoy it, though. Cruise 
around town and the tone of the 
exhaust and its eye-catching 
design is enough to stop any 


passer-by in their tracks. Its rak¬ 
ish, purposeful and imposing 
looks mean that the Evo has 
immense road presence as it 
rumbles along and generates 
many lustful looks from other 
motorists, too. 

It tackles the motorway with 
ease and longer journeys 
improve fuel economy. 
Surprisingly, there’s no cruise 
control, but it doesn’t matter - 
you have to be light with your 
right foot because if you’re not 
you’ll lose your licence. 

It is suffice to say that an Evo 
driver sitting in their incredibly 
comfortable and supportive 
bucket seat feels as safe and 
secure as possible knowing that 
they are in a highly capable 
sports car. 

That rocket-like power doesn’t 
need to be used but just knowing 
that it’s there is comforting. You 
know that it will get you out of 
trouble if required. 

Strangely, when the Evo’s 
ignition is turned off, the engine 
continues to run on for a little 
while afterwards - but this adds 
to its character.

WALES QUIETLY CONFIDENT, BUT WARY OF 
IRISH BACKLASH IN SIX NATIONS OPENER 




P REDICTING the 
winner of a Six 
Nations tourna¬ 
ment is a notoriously dif¬ 
ficult {and some would 
say, pointless) exercise 
which, for this writer at 
least, is best left to others 
who feel more qualified 
in the media - for it is 
fraught with so many 
imponderables. 

Individual form, fitness, 
and availability are just three 
of the purely physical ele¬ 
ments to be taken into 
account - never mind the far 
more obscure mental and 
emotional factors that can 
have a crucial bearing on a 
team’s performance on any 
given match day - and about 
which those outside the camp 
can know nothing. 

Only one thing is certain, as 
the Six Nations kicks off this 
weekend - all of these con¬ 
cerns will be weighing heavily

on the minds of those who 
ARE in the know - the head 
coaches. After all, that is why 
they earn the big bucks! 

Those casting around for 
clues to the eventual outcome 
can, of course, point to last 
year’s tournament and on 
this basis, gifted but unpre¬ 
dictable France (who, against 
the odds, also made the final 
of the Rugby World Cup in 
New Zealand) are again the 
bookies’ favourites. 

In fact, though, it is not 
quite as simple as that. 

Judged purely on recent Six 
Nations results, Wales could 
again expect to finish fourth 
in the table - but that would 
mean ignoring the profound 
transformation that has taken 
place since then in the Welsh 
psyche - as evidenced in that 
physically awesome perform¬ 
ance against Ireland in the 
RWC quarter final - and also 


the heroic 14-man display 
that almost brought victory 
over France in the dramatic 
semi-final. 

After so many long years in 
the rugby wilderness, buoy¬ 
ant fans are justified in their 
growing optimism; though 
with such a relatively small 
playing base to draw on, the 
Welsh camp will be keen to 
dampen expectations - par¬ 
ticularly in the light of a 
mounting injury toll (possibly 
affecting up to a third of the 
World Cup team). 

Head coach Warren 
Gatland has sounded an opti¬ 
mistic yet cautionary note, 
pointing out that in the last 
four years, the tournament 
had been won by four differ¬ 
ent nations: 

“We had a good Rugby World 
Cup. It was great - but this Six 
Nations is wide open and we 
don’t want to let ourselves 


down,’^ he said. 

Harking back to the stun¬ 
ning 22-10 victory over 
Ireland in Wellington, the 
quietly-spoken Kiwi added: 
“We had done our homework 
for that RWC match, but I’m 
expecting a backlash’^ (in their 
opening Six Nations clash in 
Dublin on Sunday). 

He is right to be wary, for 
there is no doubt that the 
Irish, boosted by the impres¬ 
sive showing of their top 
three regions in Europe, will 
be determined to avenge that 
crushing blow to their pride. 

Paul O’Connell, acting 
skipper in the absence of the 
injured Brian O’Driscoll, 
made Irish intentions crystal 
clear in the countdown to 
renewed hostilities between 
these two arch Celtic rivals: 
“TTzere is no doubt that there’s 
an edge to it... It’s a tough 
rivalry... Some of the games 


have been brilliant, high inten¬ 
sity, physical encounters. 

“We lost to the Welsh in the 
quarter final of the World Cup 
because we didn’t play to our 
potential, and paid the price. 

We can’t afford to make a slow 
start against Wales on Sunday/* 

If that match is key to both 
teams’ title hopes, so too is 
the other needle encounter on 
Saturday in Edinburgh, when 
the Scottish dark horses take 
on the ‘auld enemy’ England, 
now resurrected under ‘care¬ 
taker’ coach Stuart Lancaster 
- after the unfortunate 
Martin Johnson’s demise in 
the wake of World Cup fail¬ 
ure and players’ off-field 
misdeeds. 

Another prominent mana¬ 
gerial casualty at ‘HQ’, Andy 
Robinson, now mastermind¬ 
ing Scotland, has turned up 
the heat on his old team by 
stating that the Scots had let 


a priceless victory slip 
through their fingers against 
England in their RWC group 
match. Some of the English 
players, he said, had “disre¬ 
spected” Scotland: “77ze/r dis¬ 
respect took many forms and it 
builds up. In the end, it under¬ 
mined Martin Johnson as man¬ 
ager,’* Robinson added with 
feeling. 

Saturday also sees 
favourites France open their 
campaign under new coach 
Philippe Saint-Andre against 
long-odds Italy (who also 
have a new coach, Frenchman 
Jacques Brunei) but cannot 
afford to take them lightly, 
after being stunned by the 
Azzurri in the last Six 
Nations. 

It all goes to reinforce 
Gotland’s belief that “the 2012 
Six Nations is wide open”. 

So, let battle commence and 
may the best team win - hope¬ 
fully, Wales, of course!
